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STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR WANTS 
ALL UNION MEMBERS TO GET OUT AND 
VOTE AGAINST PROPOSITION No. 1 


Organized Workers in Alameda 
County Are Requested to Get 
Their Friends to Go to the Polls 
And Vote “NO” On This 
Anti-Union Bill 


The most serious and sinister challenge ever faced by labor will 
have to be met at the coming election on November 3. In the pri- 
maries, labor’s showing was so pathetic that if this criminal indiffer- 
ence is permitted to be duplicated, labor will have only itself to 
blame for the disastrous consequences which will follow. So that a 
maximum vote will be cast by labor in the elections, the federation 
wishes to urge upon every single man and woman who belongs to a 
trade union to fulfill his or her double responsibility as citizen and 
union member by turning out on November 3 and casting a ballot for 
labor’s slate in the election. 


Every worker — no matter what shift he or she is working — will 
have an opportunity to vote. In this connection, we wish to quote 
from section 5699 of the elections code of the state of California: 


“Every voter shall, on the day of every general direct 
primary or presidential primary election to which he is 
entitled to vote, be entitled to absent himself from any em- 
ployment in which he ‘is then engaged for two consecutive 
hours between the time of opening and the time of closing 
of polls. The voter shall not, because of so absenting himself, 
be liable to any penalty, nor shall any deduction be made on 
account of such absence from his usual salary or wages.” 


It is clearly evident from the above that every worker has the 
right to take two hours’ time from his employment to cast his vote, 
and that he will not be docked for it. It is not only the duty of each 
worker to exercise his democratic right to vote, but it is just as much 
the patriotic duty of the employer to afford his employes that 
opportunity. 

There can be not the slightest excuse for any worker, qualified 
to vote, who fails to cast a ballot in the coming elections. Those 
workers whose employment away from their homes makes it impos- 
sible for them to vote in the county or precinct where they are 
registered, or who for any other reason cannot get to the polls on 
November 3, should immediately make arrangements to cast an 
absentee ballot. 


To do this, write to the county clerk of your home county, asking 
him to send you an absentee ballot. This letter must (1) show the 
place of your home residence; (2) state that you are a registered 
voter; (3) give the reason for your absence from home or other 
reason for your inability to cast your vote in person; and (4) be 
signed by yourself. This must be done before October 30. 

Then, after you have recetved your absentee ballot, take it to the 
clerk or any other officer of the district, city, county or state where 
you happen to be working, or to a notary public, mark your ballot 
in his presence, and seal it. The officer or notary will make the 
required certification, place it in the return envelope, and give it 
back to you to mail to the county clerk who sent it to you. This can 
be done on any day prior to November 3. 

Viewing with the utmost gravity the apathy on the part of labor 
which was so shamefully demonstrated in the primaries, the Cali- 


fornia State Federation of Labor is exerting its fullest pressure to 
assure a real turnout of labor’s vote on November 3rd. To accomplish 


this, the federation urges that the following steps be complied with 
at once:

STABILIZATION OF WAGES 


Legal Head Reports On War 
Labor Board Regional Offices 


Located For This District | 


First Supplemental Memorandum 
In re Stabilization of Wages 

(1) The war labor board hes 
established a temporary regional 
office at the Furniture mart, Room 
553, 1355 Market street, San Fran- 
cisco, (telephone KLondyke 2-2300), 
with Mr. Lawrence T. Lydick as 
representative. 

(2) The board is now engaged 
in establishing rules of procedure 
which will govern the method of 
presentation of applications for ap- 
proval of wage and salary changes. 
These rules of procedure, accord- 
ing to information received, will 
not be ready until approximately 
the first of November, 1942. In the 
meantime there is no _ provision 
made for the presenting of or hear- 
ing upon applications for increases 
or disputes arising under the appli- 
cation or interpretation of the presi- 
dent's proclamation. 

(3) The board is and will be issu- 
ing from time to time interpreta- | 
tions of the meaning and applica- | 
tion of the president’s proclamation. | 
These interpretations are being re- | 
leased only through the press but | 
information thereon may be pro-| 
cured through the office of Mr. | 
Lydick 

(4) The following interpretations | 
and applications of the proclama- | 
tion have been issued by the war 
labor board: 

(a) All past wage increases here- | 
tofore granted by the board and all, 
wage increases granted by employ- 
ers to employes between the period 
of September 15th and October 3rd, 
1942, have been approved. The} 
board, however, reserving the right | 
to cancel any such increases that 
are found inconsistent with the sta- 
bilization program. 

In the application of this inter- 
pretation it is my opinion that 
where a wage scale was agreed 
upon through negotiations before 
October 3, 1942, the wage schedule 
may be put into effect without the 
approval of the board, although the | 
contract itself was not signed by | 
October 3, 1942. 

(b) Under the above interpreta- 
tion the question has arisen as to|

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DIM-OUT 
REGULATIONS 
ISSUED 


General DeWitt Informs 
Organized Labor of Its Share 
In These New Orders 


An appeal to members of organ- 
ized labor to cooperate in the en- 
forcement of new dim-out regula- 
tions, effective in Pacific coastal 
states, except in relation to street 
and highway lights, was made by 
Lieut. Gen. J. L. DeWitt, command- 
ing, western defense command and 
fourth army. 

The new dim-out regulations are 
contained in public proclamation 


which amends public proclamation 
No. 10, issued August 5th, under 
which the dim-out has been oper- 
ating since its effective date of 
August 20th. The general regula- 
tions of the new proclamation are 
effective October 25th, and the sec- 
tions relating to street and highway 
lights on November 12th, in order 
to give municipalities and others 
full opportunity to comply. The 
| proclamation aims to provide addi- 
tional measures to prevent any il- 
lumination that might aid the oper- 


ations of the enemy along the 
Pacific coast from Canada to 
Mexico. 


“Results obtained under the pres- 
ent regulations have in the main 
been excellent,” General DeWitt 
said in making the appeal to labor, 
“but skyglow must be further re- 
duced and certain other restrictions 
must be imposed to obtain the de- 
sired results,

Held in Contempt by Court 


Must Publicly Advertise His Conviction and 
Reopen Books For Labor Board Examination; 
Victory For the Machinists 


The long hand of the law reached 
out recently for Remington-Rand, 
Inc., and its president, James H. 
Rand, Jr., one of the nation’s most 
notorious foes of labor. 

The corporation and all its prin- 
cipal officers were held in contempt 
of court by the U. S. circuit court 
of appeals in New York because of 
brazen violation of the national 
labor relations act. 

The court also ordered Rand to 
post notices in all his plants inform- 
ing his employes he and the cor- 
poration have been convicted of de- 
fiance of law. 

This decision, a smashing victory 
for the international association of 
machinists and other A. F. of L. 
unions which have had a six-year 
running battle with Rand, also di- 
rected the corporation to reinstate 
scores of former strikers who had 
not been rehired despite a mandate 
from the supreme court. 
Noncompliance May Mean Jail 

In addition, the company was 
commanded to open all its books 
and “payroll records to examination 
by the national labor relations 
to enable it to 


determine ! 


how many additional former em- 
ployes must be reinstated and how 


many must be compensated for be- 
ing placed on work less desirable 
than their original positions. If 
Rand fails to comply with the 
court’s orders he can be thrown in- 
to jail. 

This latest court action is another 
chapter in a controversy dating 
back to the bitter strike waged by 
the machinists and other unions at 
Rand’s plants in 1936. 


Rand broke the walkout by a 
combination of strong-arm and ter- 
roristic methods, known as_ the 
“Mohawk Valley formula,” but the 
unions carried their struggle to the 
labor board and the courts and won 
a supreme court decision in 1938 
ordering Rand to take back 4,000 
strikers. Despite the high court’s

The-American federation of 


musicians has for many years 
suffered severely because more 
than half of its one hundred and 
thirty-eight thousand members are 
unemployed. This unemployment 
is due, chiefly, to the fact that 
records and electrical transcrip-| 
tions are being used in the trans- 
mission of musical entertainment to 
the public to such a degree that 
ninety-five per cent of all music 
heard today in the -United States 
and Canada is what is commonly 
known as “canned music.” Only 
five per cent is played by live 
musicians. 


While a tremendous industry has 
sprung up in the use of music 
through the radio, and hundreds 
of millions of dollars is derived by 
these companies as a result of the 
use of music, very little of this re- 
turn comes to the musicians be- 
cause of the use of mechanical de-| 
vices for the transmission of the! 
music. The companies engaged in 
the manufacture of records and in 
the broadcasting industries find it 
profitable to dispense with the use 
of live musicians and to use these 
mechanical devices in connection 
with great advertising enterprises. 


The American federation of musi- 
cians has for many years sought a 
solution to this unemployment prob- 
lem. The manufacturers and broad- 
casting companies have shown no 
disposition to find ways and means 
whereby the unemployment created 
by their industry can be alleviated 
to a degree which would be fair 
and equitable 

Thus the employment and income 
of musicians are steadily decreas- 
ing while that of the record manu- 
facturers and broadcasting com- 


panies is growing in staggering 
proportions. All the musicians 
have sought is a sensible and rea- 


sonable solution to the problem. All

The American federation of musi- 
cians, at its convention held in 
June, 1941, at Seattle, Washington, 
unanimously voted to direct its 
president to inform its members 
that they shall cease work in the 
manufacture of records and elec- 
trical transcriptions. This direction 
has been put into force and effect; 
and, as a result, the employers in 
these industries, the press and the 
anti-trust division of the depart- 
ment of justice have “ganged up” 
on the American federation of 
musicians and launched one of the 
most vicious campaigns in labor 
history in order to prevent a just 
and equitable solution of the prob- 
lem. 


The anti-trust division of the 
department of justice has in- 
stituted a suit for an injunc- 
tion, the purpose of which is to 
compel the musicians to make 
records upon any terms and 
conditions fixed by the em- 
ployers, 

No regard is shown by the anti- 
trust division for the injustice per- 
petrated upon the musicians by the 
record manufacturers. No regard 
is shown for the policy so frequent- 


|ly expressed by the government in 


recent years—that unemployment 
must be averted. No consideration 
is given to the fact that the musi- 
cian in this instance is called upon 
to make the device which con- 
tributes to its destruction. 


The attention of your committee 
has been directed to the testimony 
given by Mr. Arnold, head of the 
anti-trust division, before the com- 
mittee of the United States senate, 
which undertook to launch an in- 
vestigation of the action taken by 
the convention of the American 
federation of musicians. 


The committee’s attention has 
also been directed to the brief com- 
piled by Mr. Arnold in the suit 
which he has brought against the 
American federation of musicians. 
In that brief, there appears the 


done, what machines he will 
use, what goods or services he 
will furnish, and the customers 
to whom he will sell those goods 
and services. In so far as the 
servant demands the power to 
determine any of these ques- 
tions he is no longer a servant. 
He has become the master. He 
is an entrepeneur in business. 
A union cannot, under the pre- 
text of improving terms or 
conditions of employment, use 
organized coercion to destroy 
the right of the employer to 
conduct his business in an effi- 
cient way and to use his best 
judgment as to the goods he 
will sell, the customers to whom 
he will sell them, and his rela- 
tionship with other indepen- 
dent organizations .. .” 

That statement has not been ex- 
tracted from an ancient text justi- 
fying the institution of slavery. Nor 
is it the solemn observation of one 
who lived in that period of history 
when the word “union” was ana- 
thema, and those workers who 
dared to join together into unions, 
vicious and ignominious criminal 
conspirators, 

That statement is made by one 
who presumes to speak for the 
United States of America. It was 
published on October 1, 1942. And 
thus, at last, is frankly disclosed 
the true and vicious sentiments of 
this great crusader, 

Are there words that can and 
will describe the indignity and in- 
sult thus heaped upon every man 
and woman in this country con- 
tributing their skill and energies in 
this war—in this war to end the 
tyranny implicit in the phrase 
“There is a master who directs the 
work and a servant who obeys 
those directions’? 

You know that the true spokes- 
men and interpreters of the poli- 
cies of our country could not even 
have thought, much less printed, a 
concept so directly subversive to 
the institutions of democracy. The 
right of free men and women not 
to obey the arbitrary directions of 
a master is the very essence of our 
democratic institution.

achieve full and enthusiastic pro- 
duction for the war effort. 


If theré be any merit or sub- 
stance to Mr. Arnold’s comments, 
then the efforts of organized labor 
to obtain greater voice in shaping 
the policies and methods of war 
production constitute a violation of 
law. If there be any merit or sub- 
stance to Mr. Arnold’s comments, 
then every constructive suggestion 
made by an American union for a 
proper use of the masters’ ma- 
chines is in violation of law. If 
there be any merit or substance to 
Mr. Arnold’s comments, then the 
entire effort of the war production 
board to establish joint labor-man- 
agement production committees is 
a violation of the law. If there be 
any merit or substance to Mr. Ar- 
nold’s comments, then the workers 
of this country, lest they be exposed 
to prosecution—and persecution— 
by Mr. Arnold, must stand by in 
mute and servile silence while their 
so-called masters—blind to the pub- 
lic needs of war, and driven only 
by desire for profits—abuse and ex- 
ploit their machines and their 
“servants” to their own selfish 
ends. Such is the dictum of Assist- 
ant Attorney General Thurman Ar- 
nold. 


Thus, the controversy is much 
broader and more comprehensive 
than an isolated dispute with the 
American federation of musicians. 
It involves a principle affecting the 
rights of all organized labor. Only 
by the vigorous support of the 
American federation of musicians
